Top medic Prof Roger 
Williams, who treated George 
Best, says a growing culture 
of “celebrity binge drinking” 
is wrecking the nation’s 
health. 

The liver specialist slammed 
celebs like actress Lohan, 20, 
who has admitted she is going to 
Alcoholics Anonymous meet- 
ings, for the appalling example 
they are setting youngsters. 

He said the hard-partying cul- 
ture of celebs like Britney 
Spears, 25, who went on a 10-day 
bender to “get over” splitting 
with her husband Kevin 
Federline, 28, glorifies boozing. 

Prof Williams said: 
“Celebrities should be more 
responsible. It is harmful 
because they encourage young 
people to drink.” 

And he went on to warn that 
A-list party people, like 
Charlotte Church, 20, and 
Girls Aloud’s Sarah Harding, 25, 
are drinking so much that 
they are at risk of becoming 
addicted. 

He said: “When you’re in the 
public eye everyone is grabbing 
you drinks and though they may 
not be addicted they risk becom- 
ing dependent on it. 

“As they drink more, that is 
when they become addicted — 
that is when the damage occurs 
and you cannot stop.” 

Prof Williams’ hard- 
hitting comments come ahead 
of the UK’s new drink-driving 


campaign, which is launched 
today. 

The surgeon befriended foot- 
ball legend Best when he car- 
ried out a liver transplant on 
him in 2002. 

And he had to choke back 
tears last year when he 
announced the Ulsterman had 
died at London’s Cromwell 
Hospital, aged just 59. 

The UK is the binge-drinking 
centre of Europe, with nearly 
6million sozzled Brits regularly 
having five or more drinks in 
one session. 

Cases of cirrhosis of the liver 
in under-45-year-olds — the tell- 
tale drinking illness — have 
increased by a mind-boggling 
900% since 1970. 

And we are set to have the 
booziest Christmas in Europe — 
boosting our alcohol intake by 
41% over the festive season, 
ahead of Germany and Russia.

Now, more than two years after the 
plunge, his mum Diane has finally won 
her legal battle for compensation from 
Trek-America, the company that organ- 
ised the trip. 

Camcorder footage taken at the site 
showed guide Eddie Ormond telling 
him to jump, saying: “It’s gonna change

your life, dude — it’s what we do.” The 
video then shows the business graduate, 
of Groby, Leics, jumping to his death on 
September 11, 2004. 

Diane, 60, said: “John was not a half- 
baked birdbrain. He was a mature, high- 
ly intelligent man who mistakenly 
placed his trust in a company with over 
30 years of trekking experience.” 

She said she could not disclose the 
amount of compensation awarded. 

But she added: “The money itself does 
not matter to me, because it does not 
bring John back. But if it serves as a 
warning to others and saves somebody 
else’s life, then he hasn’t died in vein.” 

Trek-America has always denied 
encouraging Johnny to leap, but bosses 
quickly banned any similar stunts. 

A verdict of death by misadventure 
was recorded at an inquest in May.
